Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


1969. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for 


The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population 
was  18,720,  which  is  a  decrease  of  340  on  the  previous  year. 

Births  numbered  283.  Deaths  totalled  209.  A  natural  increase  of  74* 
Diseases  of  the  heart  and  the  circulatory  systems,  and  cancer  were 
the  main  causes  of  death.  100  of  the  209  deaths  occurred  in  people 
75  years  and  over.  191  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
55  years  and  over. 

The  water  supply  to  Fakenham  and  the  south  west  of  the 
district  was  improved  by  the  completion  of  a  500,000  gallon  storage 
tower  at  Fakenham  and  a  new  rising  main  from  the  Houghton  St. Giles 
borehole  to  Fakenham. 

Extensions  to  the  Fakenham  sewage  works  we re  completed 
during  the  year.  New  plant  installed  included  automatic  sludge  drying 
machinery.  A  rising  main  was  constructed  from  Houghton  St. Giles  to 
the  Nalsingham  sewage  works.  The  village  will  be  connected  at  a  future 
date .

The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  in  the  District 
during  1969  was  209  (males  103:  females  101 ) . 

Ischaemic  Heart  disease,  with  54  deaths,  headed  the  list  of 
causes  of  death  and  caused  21 %  of  all  deaths.  Vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system,  with  33  deaths,  gave  a  figure  of  15 .8^  of  all 
deaths . 


If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are 
totalled,  a  figure  of  107  deaths  is  attained  -  thus  causing  ^l»2p  of 
all  deaths  in  the  District . 

Cancer  caused  35  deaths,  giving  a  figure  of  16.7/-.  Cancer 
of  the  lung  and  "bronchus  caused  11  deaths  (males  10:  females  l) ,  or 
31*4$  of  deaths  from  all  types  of  cancer. 

Six  deaths  were  due  to  accidents,  and  two  to  suicide  or 
self  inflicted  injuries. 

Five  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year,  and  were  due 
to  malformation  and  prematurity.

Market  Food stalls 


The  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations 
1966  came  into  operation  on  1st  January, 19 67. 

There  were  seventeen  foodstalls  regularly  attending  Fakenham 
Market,  each  stallholder  was  supplied  with  a  leaflet  outlining  the 
provisions  of  the  Regulations.  The  majority  of  these  stallholders 
have  made  a  genuine  attempt  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

Two  additional  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice 

Cream . 


Fourteen  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken, none  of  which  were 
classified  as  unsatisfactory. 

(b)  Milk 

One  new  distributor  of  milk  was  registered  during  the  year. 

Sixty-one  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Council's  officers. 
All  but  three  satisfied  the  phosphatase  test  for  efficiency  of  heat 
treatment,  and  six  failed  the  methylene  blue  or  cleanliness  test.

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SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  was  completed  during  the  year  on  the  extensions  to 
Fakenham  sewage  treatment  works  including  the  installation  of 
Automatic  Sludge  Drying  Machinery.  A  capital  sum  of  almost  £50,000 
was  received  from  Norfolk  Canneries  Ltd.  towards  the  work  to  cover  the 
additional  costs  for  treating  trade  wastes  from  their  premises.  A 
trade  waste  agreement  was  also  approved  for  the  former 
Smart  &  Brown  factory  which  was  to  he  used  for  food  preparation. 

The  engineering  enquiry  into  the  Scheme  for  Great  and 
Little  Snoring  and  Kettlestone  was  held,  and  the  Minister  approved 
the  scheme  in  principle. 

In  order  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  for  the  new  shrine, 
a  pumping  station  and  rising  main  were  constructed  from 
Houghton  St. Giles  to  r'alsingham  at  the  expense  of  the  Church 
Authorities  and  sufficient  capacity  is  available  for  the  sewering  of 
Houghton  St .Giles  Village  when  capital  becomes  available. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

The  Council,  who  had  previously  owned  a  small  part  of  a 
quarry  at  Bilsey  Hill,  Langham,  for  tipping  purposes,  acquired  the 
remainder  of  the  quarry,  a  total  of  4*219  acres  which  will  be 
valuable  for  refuse  tipping  for  many  years. 

CAR  PARKING 

The  Lease  was  completed  for  the  Camser  at  Blakeney.  Charges 
were  made  for  parking, and  a  separate  area  was  defined  for  the  storage 
and  launching  of  boats. 

After  the  deduction  of  the  Council's  expenses,  the 
remaining  money  was  divided  between  the  Parish  Council  and  the 
National  Trust  who  had  leased  the  land  to  the  Council. 

Planning  permission  was  refused  for  an  additional  car  park 
and  the  Appeal  was  dismissed.  A  new  car  park  for  approximately  60 
cars  was  constructed  on  the  playing  field. 

At  Fakenham,  negotiations  commenced  for  a  new  car  park  at 
the  rear  of  Norwich  Street,  and  at  Little  '"alsingham  for  a  car  park 
off  Bridewell  Street. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

During  the  year,  new  Public  Conveniences  were  erected  at 
Morston  at  a  cost  of  over  £1,400.  A  scheme  of  repair  and  decoration 
at  Oak  Street  Conveniences  in  Fakenham  cost  £148. 

WATER 

The  new  Water  Tower  at  Fakenham  holding  500,000  gallons 
was  completed  and  the  new  pumping  plant  installed  at  Houghton  St. Giles 
and  no  restriction  on  the  use  of  water  was  necessary  during  the  year. 
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LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 


Court  proceedings  we re  taken  against  a  Market  Traderand  a 
Dairy  within  the  Rural  District,  both  of  which  resulted  in 
convictions  and  fines. 

MELTON  CONSTABLE 


Discussions  were  held  during  the  year  on  the  desirability 
of  improvements  to  the  environment  in  Melton  Constable,  and  plans 
were  received  for  the  new  layout  and  roadworks  for  the  Industrial 
Estate  on  the  former  Station  Site. 

BLAKE  NEY 


Bye-laws  were  approved  for  a  speed  limit  for  boats  in  parts 
of  Blakeney  and  Morston  channels. 

STIBBARD 


The  existing  water  supply  at  the  "Ordnance  Arms",  Stibbard, 
was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory , and  as  a  result  of  pressure  from 
the  Council  a  purification  system  was  installed.
